Editorial Notes. 


A GOOD The druggists of South- 
MOVE ern California have started 

a movement that is destined 
to exert a powerful influence in securing 
a good attendance at the State Associa- 
tion meeting next year. It is in the form 


of a document, which reads as follows: 


“THE RETAIL DRUGGISTS’ ONE 
HUNDRED CLUB” 


“I hereby subscribe my namé as a 
charter member of a club to be known 
as “The Retail Druggists’ One Hundred 
Club,’ the purpose of which is to de- 
velop interest in everything pertaining 
to the good of pharmacy, and, more par- 
ticularly, to encourage the attendance of 
one hundred retail druggists of South- 
ern California at the California State 
Pharmaceutical Association meeting, to 
be held in May, 1910, at San Francisco.” 

The indefatigable local secretary, T. 
W. Jones of Los Angeles, is working 


this matter up, and there seems to be 
no doubt that the One Hundred Club 
will have a full enrollment long before 
next May. 


THE STATE The third annual meet- 
MEETING ing of the California 


Pharmaceutical Associa- 


‘tion was the largest in point of attend- 


ance of any similar body ever held in 
the state. Up to Saturday, August 14th, 
the register showed an attendance of 749, 
including the wives and friends of the 
members and. visiting druggists. The 
membership of the association was also 
in excess of that of any organization 
of druggists ever united in California. 
These facts are gratifying, for’ there is 
much impetus in members. But the busi- 
ness transacted and the papers read were 
highly creditable to our California phar- 
macists. A Pacific Coast pharmacist who 
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attended inany state association meet- 
‘ings expressed to the writer his surprise 
at the number and practical character of © 
the papers. An Eastern pharmacist who 


has taken a prominent part in the pro- 
ceedings of his own local organization 
expressed surprise at the timbre of our 
California men, whom he thought on the 
whole leveled up better than those of 


some of the Eastern and supposedly more 


advanced associations, especially in the 


fact that they took broader views of 


things and showed that they were pos- 
sessed of a good fund of general infor- 
mation. 

Now these complimentary expressions 
from our visiting friends may be the re- 
sult of the goodness of heart of kindly 
disposed persons, and it is not worth 
while for us to think too much of them. 
We have enough conceit already. We 
quote them for what they are worth, be- 
cause we know that many of our mem- 
bers are capable of making valuable con- 
tributions to our meetings, but are pre- 
vented by overmuch modesty. Let such 


take courage and come to San Francisco 
in I9QIO with some items from their ex- 


perience or investigation to add to the 
interest and value of the meeting. 


THE A. PH. A. The American Phar- 

MEETING maceutical Association 
a made no mistake in 
coming to California in 1909. The meet- 
ing was a success in every respect. In 
point of attendance it was probably the 
largest in the history of the association, 
the total number of names on the regis- 
ter being 1,106. Of this number 749 
had registered at the time the California 
State Association meeting closed, and 
may be assumed to represent the attend- 
ance of Californians, though a few were 
there from eastern and northern points, 
who had arrived in advance. This leaves 
357 in attendance at the American Phar- 
maceutical meeting in addition to those 
Californians who had come for the pur- 


pose of attending both meetings. Of 


course this large number on the register 
includes many wives and other visitors 
who are not pharmacists, but after mak- 
ing all allowance for this the fact re- 
mains that the attendance of pharmacists 
was better than on the average. 

In another respect the meeting appears 
to have been a record breaker. The 
total number of new members enrolled 
during the year was 378, which we be- 
lieve is the largest in the history of the 
association. While this is in some meas- 
ure due to the activities of the four new 
local branches, there is yet a large en- 
rollment from the Pacific states. We 
have not been able to obtain the exact 
figures, but we believe that California 
contributed about 50, Oregon 12 and 
Washington 20 of these new members. 
It is even possible that the Pacific states 
contributed 100 new members. Now we 
know that the majority of these persons 
could not have been induced to join the 
association but for the fact that the meet- 
ing was to be held on the Coast. Quite 
a number of those who have just been 
admitted to membership had been im- 
portuned in previous years to join the 
association, but to no effect. The fact 
that the association was coming to them 
and that they would be able to partici- 
pate in its affairs and enjoy some tan- 
gible benefits from their membership 
sufficed to win them. 

It is not to be denied that many very 
active and most valuable members of 
the association, who were in the habit 
of attending these meetings almost every 
year, were unable to come to California 
on account of the time and expense this 
journey involved. We all felt sorry not 
to see the familiar faces of these friends, 
sorry for our own sake, sorry also for 
theirs, that they missed such a profitable 
and enjoyable meeting. Nevertheless, a 
national organization of such scope and 
character as the American Pharmaceu- 
tical Association, embracing within its 
territory points at four and even five 
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thousand miles apart, must sometimes 
meet at extreme points or it could not 
hold the membership residing at great 
distances. | 

It is not easy at this time to estimate 
the value of this meeting to the Pacific 
Coast. The California Pharmaceutical 
Association greatly helped to swell the 
attendance and thereby augment the in- 
terest in the American Pharmaceutical 
Association, and in like manner the na- 
tional organization helped to augment 
the interest of the local one, so that many 
persons attended the State meeting who 
would not have made the sacrifice of 


time and expense involved had it not 
been for the other meeting. A new in-— 


terest in pharmaceutical matters has been 
kindled in many persons. Again and 


again were heard expressions from Cali- | 


fornia druggists regretting that they had 
not heretofore taken a more active part 
in the State meetings, and from the same 


persons came also exprfessions of sur- 


prise that the American Pharmaceutical 
Association was so big a thing as it is, 
covered so many interests of the phar- 
macists and was really at some point or 
other nearer to them than they had sup- 
posed. Some of those who have recently 
become members of the A. Ph. A. were, 
to use a common phrase, “kicking them- 
selves” because they had’ not joined 
sooner. And now that we shall so soon 
have the Pacific States Local Branch or- 
ganized, opportunities will be offered for 
rendering permanent some of the impres- 


sions and much of the forward ‘move- 


ment which this meeting has given. 

~ Let us hope that the enthusiasm awak- 
ened at Los Angeles, stimulated and 
heightened by the sumptuous entertain- 
ments given, will not be allowed to die 
out, but find expression in practical work 
by pharmacists in behalf of their com- 
mercial, scientific, educational and legis- 
lative interests.

ulties accomplished 
practically nothing at their meeting at 
Los Angeles, the same cannot be said 
of the National Association of Boards 
of Pharmacy. President Lillie’s address 
is a strong document and should be 
read by every one having at heart the 
elevation of pharmacy. We hope to 
publish it entire in a subsequent issue. 
But at this time we call attention to 
the sixth recommendation made by 
President Lillie, which is as follows: 

“Sixth—I recommend that this as- 
sociation set a date in the not far dis- 
tant future when all state boards of 
pharmacy affiliated with this associa- 
tion shall require of candidates for reg- 
istration as registered pharmacists: 

“1. That they have five years of 
practical experience. 2 

“2. That they have a high school 
education or its equivalent. 

“2. That they hold a diploma from 
some school of pharmacy recommended 
by the national syllabus committee. 

That they pass a satisfactory 
examination before a state board of 
pharmacy.” 

It is certain that if any president of 


this body had made such a radical rec- 


ommendation five years ago he would 
have been sat down upon very hard. 
Should this recommendation be 


adopted within a few years it would 


then be possible for boards of phar- 
macy connected with the national as- 
sociation to accept certificates from 
other boards issued under the condi- 
tions above named. In order that cer- 
tificates issued by one state board 
should be accepted by another it is 
imperative that the latter must have 
the fullest assurance that the candi- 
date has qualifications equal to those 
demanded by the board whose certifi- 
cates he wishes to receive in exchange. 
Any other method would result in the 
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lowering instead of the raising of qual- 
ifications, as was pointed out in the 
Pacific Pharmacist of August, 1907. 
At the present time the qualifications 
of a registered pharmacist in some 
states are very much higher than those 
required in other states, and the result 
is a hodgepodge, which sooner or later 
must be done away with, :

‘Medicine and Pharmacy Should be Kept 


| Apart 

Many medical practitioners have 
usurped the functions of the phar- 
macist and become dispensers as well 
as prescribers, and their course has 
been condoned by retail druggists who 
encroach upon the functions of the 
physician. But this unfortunate con- 
dition, too, will in time bé remedied by 
a better understanding of the rights of 
all concerned. 

There is no difference between a 
druggist who practices medicine and a 
physician who practices pharmacy. 

The two professions of medicine and 
pharmacy are wholly distinct in all 
other countries. 
them is immoral, and liable to lead to 
dangerous abuses. 

Drugless Therapy 

As a natural reaction from the 
terrible abuse of medicines, narcotics 
and stimulants has come the wide- 
spread and irrational fad of drugless 


therapy, which is destined to have its 


day as other fads have, but which must 
surely, in the light of science, purify 
pharmacy and leave it stronger than 
ever before.

Any amalgamation of 


must be the real requirement for 
license, not mere successful cramming 
for an examination. 

In other words, the only remedy 
which will be effective and meet the 
approval of all right-minded men is to 
amend our pharmacy laws by making 
graduation from a reputable school of 
pharmacy one of the necessary condi- 
tions prescribed for license to open or 
conduct a drug store. This remedy is 
ignored in all states except New York, 
Pennsylvania and Rhode Island, not- 


withstanding the fact that its applica- 


tion would increase the value of the 


license or certificate of registration now 


held by every registered pharmacist. 
How to Improve Things 

The burden of the drug business, 
largely due to the failure of the drug- 
gists themselves to discover and re- 
move the real causes, have been so in- 
tolerable as to lead our brethren to 
eagerly try any remedy put before 
But the 


last to pin his faith in nostrums. Let 
him cast aside all quack cures, secret 
formulas and make-shiits, and return to 
the good old standard remedies. 

Great injury has been inflicted upon 
the cause of pharmacy by those who, 
while engaged in the retail drug busi- 
ness, belittle its obligations. Great in- 
jury is also done by those who are so 
carried away by their love and ad- 
miration for the latest and most exact 
scientific methods that they have none 
left for the less brilliant but surely 
equally important care, skill and faith- 
ful attention to the daily routine work of 
the dispensing department. 

Were I a practicing pharmacist, I 
would never employ an assistant who 
turns up his nose at the rule that the 
making of a perfect ointment must be 
held quite as important as the correct 
performance of an alkaloidal assay. _ 

Every retail druggist who . does 
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slouch pharmaceutical work of any 
kind stabs the art of pharmacy. 

Let us respect our art. Let us re- 
spect and promote proper education. 
Let us prevent the admission of the 
educationally unfit into our craft. Let 
us rescue pharmacy from the deep 
shadow of commercialism. 

Maceration v. Percolation 

Percolation is an exceedingly valu- 
able and effective process for the ex- 
traction of the soluble matter of plant 
drugs, and ‘every properly-trained 
pharmacist should know how to per- 
form it and should make use of it 
whenever the results sought are best 
secured by its employment. But 
nearly all pharmacopoeias have always 
ordered their tinctures made by ma- 
ceration and still continue to do so. 
No experienced pharmacist can ques- 
tion the fact that any plant tincture 
of ten per cent. strength can be far 
more conveniently prepared by macer- 
ation than by percolation, and just 
as effectively. As uniform tinctures 
as can be obtained have been made by 
European pharmacists by the process 
of maceration for generations. 

The portion of the President’s ad- 
dress which provoked the most criti- 
cism was the following on 

The National Formulary 

It is remarkable that the Congress 
of the United States should have made 
a legal standard of the National formu- 
lary prepared, owned and published by 
an association which has the power to 
change its book any day, or to reduce 
its scope or add to it, or suspend its 
publication altogether. It was a 
ridiculous mistake which will, of course, 
be corrected sooner or later. 

The National formulary has been 
held up to scorn on account of the 
absurd character of some of its prepara- 
tions, and the compilers have been 
severely criticised. But it must not 
be forgotten that these grotesque 
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polypharmacal preparations were in- 
cluded solely because they are pre- 
scribed by many medical practitioners, 
and before the book had become a legal 
standard. 

It is to be hoped, however, that some 
limit will be placed upon the extent to 
which complex preparations are in- 
cluded on the sole ground that they are 
actually used. . 


There should be no complex thera- 


peutic mixtures whatever in the phar- — 


macopeeia. All preparations of that class 
now contained in it should be transferred 


to the national formulary, if not excluded 


from both. 


I once heard a high authority on phar- 
macy describe the composition of com- 
pound cathartic pills as a “veritable 
poem.” Such a characterization of that 
preparation seems to me to be a new and 
unique species of poetic license. Is it a 
spring poem! If the National Formulary 
retains its authority as a national stand- 
ard, the sole control of it will pass out 
of the hands of the American Pharma- 
ceutical Association. It will then per- 
haps be considered as a supplement to 
the pharmacopceia, and in that case will 
no longer contain such inspirations as 
Warburg’s tincture, Plummer’s pills, etc. 

But, whatever may be the fate of the 
National Formulary, we shall always find 
a formulary for unofficial preparations 
necessary, and this association will pre- 
pare and publish it.

Third Annual Meeting 


The third annual meeting of the As- 
sociation opened at Io a. m., Friday, 


August 13, at Symphony Hall, Los An- 


geles, Cal. 

The meeting was called to order by 
the President, J. G. Munson, of San 
Jose, Cal., who introduced the Mayor, 
Mr. Geo. Alexander, who extended the 
welcome of the city of Los Angeles to 
the members of the convention. He 
said in part: “We are honored by 
your presence. Your profession re- 
quires a high grade of man. ‘The phar- 
macist must be an educated man, must 
be a careful man, and should be an 
honest man.

Afternoon Session, Friday, Aug. 13, 1909

Paper by J. S. James of Sacramento 
on “Pharmacy as a Profession,” was 
read by secretary and referred to pub- 
lishing committee. Prof. W. M. Searby 
was asked to discuss the paper par- 
ticularly with reference to examinations 
by State Boards. He said that examin- 
ations at best were but an imperfect 
method of atriving at a conclusion as 
to a candidate’s fitness. Probably no 
system of examination would ever be 
devised that would be perfect and that 
would fill all the requirements aimed at. 
No matter who gives the examinations, 
whether the professors in the colleges 
or the State Board, there will be always 
some who are able to pass by persistent 
quizzing, but this was much less likely 
to occur in the examinations by the 
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colleges, because the students there are 
not rated entirely by the answers they 
give to written questions, their whole 
work in laboratories, at reviews and in 
original work are all taken into account 
by the college faculty. Not so with the 
State Board, whose examinations are 
largely confined to written questions. 
He thought that every State Board 
should give an examination in practical 
work. This enables an applicant who 


has the knowledge to use it, while per-— 


haps he, not having a brilliant memory, 
would make a poor showing at a writ- 
ten examination. On the other hand in 
written examinations alone, a man with 
a good memory will obtain high marks 
though practically he may be entitled 
to a very low rating. 

Mr. Whilden of the State Board was 
then called upon and said that the ex- 
aminations of the State Board at pres- 
ent were a very poor test of the prac- 
tical knowledge and ability of a candi- 
date. A practical test would show 
what the candidate really knows. We 
find that many are unable to identify 
crude drugs, but in many instances this 
is because the clerk of today has little 
opportunity for acquaintance with this 
kind of material. Competent drug 
clerks are scarce because they have no 
opportunity to learn the business and 


‘because they find more money in other 


lines. 
Morning Session, Saturday, August 14, 1909 


Meeting called to order by President 
Munson, who introduced Dr. Bond of 
Little Rock, Ark., who spoke on behalf 
of the Association of that State as fol- 
lows: “I present to you the esteem and 
respect of my Association.

After various mo- 
tions and discussion, the old constitu- 
tions and by-laws were rescinded and 
the new ones adopted. A motion was 
made by Mr. Whilden that the part of 
the constitution which excludes mem- 
bers of boards of pharmacy from serv- 
ing on the executive committee of the 
Association be cut out, but after dis- 
cussion the motion was lost.

Motion was carried to appoint not 
to exceed five members from each 
county a committee on membership. 

The report of the nominating com- 
mittee was received. Mr. A. L. Leber 
of Oakland was elected president of the 
Association, Mr. E. E. Armour of Po- 
mona first vice-president; Geo. Licht- 
hardt of Sacramento second vice-presi- 
dent; F. W. Nish of San Francisco 
secretary-treasurer; Chas. H. Ward, 
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Pasadena, .W. R. Dickinson, Los: An- 
geles, I. Tobriner, Oakland, Val 
Schmidt, San Francisco, Jacob Jesson, 
Ontario, D. C. Hazelrigg, San Diego, 
J. A. Sanford, Stockton, trustees. 

Adjournment was then taken until 
the afternoon. 

Afternoon Session, Saturday, August 14 

Various communications were read 
by the secretary, one in particular be- 
ing to the executive committee con- 
cerning the invitation of the San Fran- 
cisco people to hold the next conven- 
tion of the Association there. Motion 
referring the communication to the ex- 
ecutive committee with power to act 
was carried. Communication from the 
California Promotion Committee, in- 
viting members of the pharmaceutical 
associations to visit San Francisco after 
the convention and agreeing to furnish 
automobiles for entertainment, was re- 
ceived. A letter from the National 
Wholesale Druggists’ Association, an- 


nouncing the appointment of H. M. 


Sale, L. N. Brunswig, and C. F. 


Michaels as delegates from that asso- 
ciation was received. 


Letter from the N. A. R. D. was re- 


ceived asking the members of the Cali- 
fornia Association to boost Louisville, 
Ky., as next place of meeting for the 
American Pharmaceutical Association. 

Letters were received from our rep- 
resentatives at Washington and others, 
promising their support to the move- 
ment for increase of rank and pay. of 
pharmacists in the army, navy and pub- 
lic health and marine hospital service, 
and for the improvement of the med- 
ical service in the army and navy. 

Address by Fred C. McKinnie on 
“Direct Results of the Enforcement of 
the Pure Food and Drugs Act” was re- 
ferred to publishing committee. The 
paper of Mr. Scheuddig of Palms, Cal., 
on “Oil of Eucalyptus” awakened con- 
siderable interest. The yield of oil was 
stated to be about I per cent. 


Paper by Albert Schneider of San 
Francisco on “Drug Plant Culture in 
California” was referred to publishing 
committee. 

Paper by James G. Steele on “ Phar- 
macy in San Francisco in the Later 


Fifties” was referred to the publishing 


committee. 


Motion was passed to draft resolu- 
tions to send to members of families of 
deceased pharmacists. 

Paper was given by E. H. Lauer on 
“How They Do Pharmacy in Oregon.” 
He introduced J. M. A. Laue of Port- 
land, Ore., who reported excellent phar- 


maceutical conditions in the North. 


The Pharmaceutical Association of 
Oregon presents names of members of 
the Association to the Governor of the 
State for appointment to the Board of 


Pharmacy, and the Governor selects 
members from that body. Greetings 


were extended by Mr. Laue for the 
druggists of the Oregon Association. 

The question of boxing and cartage 
was taken up and a resolution was 


passed to the effect that it was the 


sense of the Association that invoices 
sent out by wholesale drug houses 
should have no charge on them for box- 
ing and cartage. 


A committee composed of E. L. 
Baldwin, A. L. Leber, Jacob Jesson, 
W. R. Dickinson, C. H. Ward, ’E. H. 
Lauer, F. N. Drake and Mrs. F. How- 


ard, was appointed to meet delegates of 


the American Pharmaceutical Associa- 
tion at San Bernardino. 

A motion extending a vote of thanks 
to the traveling men of the State for 
assistance rendered in obtaining new 


members and increasing the interest 


in the meeting was carried. 

It was. suggested that arrangements 
be made for the analyses of drugs and 
preparations by the students of the 
colleges of pharmacy. 

Mr. Leber presented the following 
resolution: “Resolved, that a special 
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committee of seven be appointed by 
the president to take up the U. S. P. 
and N. F. propaganda work on lines 
similar to the committee of the N. A. 
R. D. This committee shall have au- 
thority to take up this work either as 
a State organization or through the va- 
rious local: associations, as in their 
judgment may seem best. They shall 


also have authority to select such local. 


committees as may be necessary to 
carry on the work in the various lo- 
calities. They shall report to the trus- 
tees of the Association at any meeting 
of the trustees,’ which was referred to 
the trustees. 


The new officers were then installed.

Los Angeles, California, August 16-20, 1909 


The fifty-seventh annual meeting of 
the A. Ph. A. was notable in many 
ways. It was the second time that 
this body met on the Pacific Coast 
(San Francisco, 1889). The attend- 
ance was unexpectedly large, about 
1,100 having registered at headquarters 
(Alexandria Hotel). There was an 
unusually large number of excellent 
papers presented. The interest and en- 
thusiasm at the various sessions never 
waned and there was little conflict be- 
tween the business sessions and the ar- 
rangements for pleasure and recreation. 
The large attendance and keen interest 
in the proceedings was no doubt due 
to the Pure Drug Laws, State and 
Federal, and perhaps also because of 
various interests centered on the Pa- 
cific Coast. 

The usual arrangements for enter- 
tainment and recreation interfered but 
little with the business sessions. ‘The 
entertainment committee did its work 
well and is deserving of the highest 
praise. | 

While the East was well represented 
there were many familiar faces con- 
spicuous by their absence, notably Old- 
berg, Kremers, Schlotterbeck, Lowe, 
Sheppard, Hynson, Coblentz, Kraemer, 
Dohme, Diehl, Eliel, Wall and others. 

The Alexandria Hotel was also made 
the headquarters of the several alumni 
associations of colleges of pharmacy. 
Reunions were held and banquets 
given. At ten dollars per plate the 
banquets must have been thoroughly 
enjoyed.

FIRST GENERAL SESSION 


Monday, August 16,:3:30 p. m., Blanchard 


Hall 

The meeting was called to order by 
E. G. Eberle, first vice-president, in the 
absence of Oscar Oldberg, presi- 
dent. The invocation was delivered by 
Rev. Dr. Warren F. Day. 

The address of welcome was deliv- 
ered by H. A. Peairs, in the absence of 
Mayor Alexander, and was responded 
to by John Uri Lloyd of Cincinnati, 
former president of the Association. 

Prof. William Searby of San Fran- 
cisco delivered an address of welcome 
on behalf of the California Pharmaceu- 


tical Association and was followed by 


George W. Dickson, representing the 
Retail Druggists of Los Angeles. The 
response was by Prof. J. P. Remington 
of Philadelphia. 

Greetings from the National Associa- 
tion of Retail Druggists were extended 
by Dr. E. H. Ladish of Chicago; from 
the National Association of the Whole- 
sale Druggists by Thomas P. Cook of 
New York; from the United States Ma- 


rine Hospital Service, by Martin I. Wil- 


bert ; from the American Medical Asso- 
ciation by C.S. N. Hallberg of Chicago, 
and from the Canadian Pharmaceutical 
Association by a letter from that asso- 
ciation. 

Harry B. Mason of Detroit offered 
resolutions of regret on account of the 
illness of Dr. Oldberg, which prevented 
his attendance at the meeting. 
Professor Searby extended an invi- 
tation on behalf of San Francisco and 
Oakland to the visitors to stop at those 
cities on their homeward journey. 

The President’s annual address was 
read by Harry B. Mason. It con- 
tained many recommendations of im- 
portance. The address, in brief, said 
that the shrinkage of pharmaceutical 
work caused by the large manufactur- 
ing houses must be met with advanced 
ideas; prescribing druggists and dis- 
pensing physicians must be discouraged, 
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allowing each profession its field, as 


“the amalgamation of the two is itm- 


moral and liabie to lead to dangerous 
abuses”; that druggists should adopt a 
uniform statement informing tlie pitb- 
lic what patent medicines are and why 
they are dangerous, and should post 
these statements in their stores; that 
therapy (Christian Science, 
osteopathy, etc.) is an irrational fad and 
will soon wear out; that pharmacists 
should desist from extensive commercial 
business and should devote more atten- 
tion to practical pharmacy; that there 
are too many drug stores in the coun- 
try, and if a more rigid examination for 
license were required there would be 
fewer stores and better business; that 


pharmacy laws should be amended mak- 


ing graduation from recognized schools 
a requirement for license, as is done in 
New York, Rhode Island and Pennsy]l- 
vania; that the United States Pharma- 
copeeia should be made more practical ; 
that the United States Congress 
made a mistake in adopting the na- 


tional formulary as a legal standard be-. 


cause it is published by an association 


which has power to make changes at. 


will and because of the absurd pharma- 
cal nature of some of its formulas. 

The President’s address was referred 
to a committee consisting of Professor 
William Searby, M. I. Wilbert and C. 
S. N. Hallberg. 

The address created considerable dis- 
cussion, many resenting the criticisms 
of the N. F., although it was admitted 
that this standard contained many 
errors and that it did not in most in- 
stances represent the requirements of the 
best physicians. The matter was finally 
left to the committee. 

On motion of Professor Remington 


and seconded by Dr. Lloyd, Miss Cor- 


nelia Bedford was granted the privilege 
of the floor and of attending the ses- 
sions of the convention in honor of the 


‘many services her distinguished father, 
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Professor P. W. Bedford, had rendered 
to the association. | 

Miss Smyser next sang a typical 
California song, which was heartily 
encored. 

The following resolutions were pre-- 
sented by Professor Remington: 

“Whereas, The American Pharmaceu- 
tical Association has heard with deep 
regret that our president, Professor Os- 
car Oldberg of Chicago is prevented by 
illness from being present, this associa- 
tion extends its sympathy and regrets 
with the best wishes for his early and 
complete recovery. These resolutions to 


be sent by telegraph to Professor Old- 


berg.” 

Unanimously carried. 

Professor Remington also introduced 
resolutions regarding the death of 
Thomas S. Wiegand, of Philadelphia, 
Pa., which were unanimously adopted 
by a rising vote. 

Next followed the roll-call by States 
for members on the nominating com- 
mittee, a mere matter of routine to which | 
no significance can be attached.

SECOND GENERAL SESSION 
Tuesday, August 17, 10:30 a. m., Blanchard

Meeting called to order by E. G. 
Eberle. Most of the time of this session 
was devoted to the reading of minutes, 
treasurer’s report, secretary's report and 
reports of standing committees. The 
finances of the association are in good 
condition.

President’s address was next received, 


and after some discussion was referred 
back to the committee to be “sand- 
papered down and polished.” The re- 


port of the committee on the status of 


pharmacists in the army and navy 
caused considerable discussion and was 
finally referred to the Council. 

W. M. Searby, chairman of the com- 
mittee on local branches, reported ver- 


bally that the California State Associa- 


tion had decided in favor of a Pacific 
States branch of the A. Ph. A., which 
was referred to the Council. The re- 
port of the committee on the reorganiza- 
tion of the A. Ph. A. was deferred. 
The report of the committee on 
weights and measures caused some dis- 


cussion. Some impracticable ‘sugges- 


tions were made—one to the effect that 
it would be wise to post notices in all 
postoffices to the effect that after a cer- 
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tain date the metric system of weights 
and measures would be used. So far 
this committee has accomplished little or 
nothing. This is a matter of education, 
and it will be necessary for all organiza- 
tions and societies interested to co-op- 


erate in an effort to influence Congress — 


to adopt the metric system as the stand- 
ard for weights and measures.

The address of the chairman, Harry 
B. Mason of Detroit, dealing with the 
necessity for more practical commercial 
training of the students of pharmacy, 


was given close attention. Mr. Mason 


stated that pharmacists nowadays are 
50 per cent business men and 50 per cent 
scientists, and with this end in view the 
colleges of pharmacy should omit some 
of the dead languages and the more ob- 


solete sciences and make room for more 


practical instruction in up-to-date busi- 
ness methods. | 
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After much discussion pro and con 
the program was resumed by the read- 
ing of a paper entitled “The Druggists’ 


Mailing List,” being a symposium by 


Messrs. Flemer, Ruhl, Apple, Federman, 
Schulze, Diner and Osseward as to the 
best methods of securing and utilizing 
mailing lists. Various methods were 
recommended, such as telephone and city 
directory lists, poll-tax lists, birth rec- 
ords, dog license records, lists of auto- 
mobile buyers, and these were discussed 
in a lively manner. | 
“Preparation and Use of Show Cards,” 

a paper*by A. R. Eberle of Watertown, 


Wis., was read by his distinguished uncle, 


Mr. Eugene Eberle of Texas, and pro- 


voked much lively discussion. . Mr. 


Eberle showed sample show cards, taste- 
fully designed, and explained how he 
displayed them in his store, showing also 


a photograph of the interior arrange- 


ment of the cards in the drug store. 

“Winning the Farmers’ Trade’ was 
the title of a very interesting paper read 
by Mr. A. V. Pease of Fairbury, Neb. 

“Some Live Thoughts on a Live Sub- 
ject,” by E. H. Ladish of Chicago was 
a lively statement of some practical hints 
and methods to be followed by the suc- 
cessful business-getter. 

“Credits and Collections” formed a 
most important paper by William Mittle- 
bach of Boonville, Mo., in which he ad- 
vocated the rather liberal extension of 
credit system to pharmaceutical custo- 
mers. This provoked vigorous discus- 
sion, the consensus of opinion being that 
a cash business was desirable with very 
limited credit, if any. 

“Selling Spices and Perfumes” was 
an interesting brief paper by John F. 
Patton of York, Pa., after which the 
nomination of officers followed: 

For chairman—Mr. Ladish of Chi- 
cago; secretary, G. H. Lichthardt of 
Sacramento, Cal.; associates, W. B. 
Phillip of Oakland, Cal., C. Holzhauer 
of Newark, N. J., and H. J. Dean of 
Santa Ana. 


The distinctive features of this ses- 
sion were: 

1—Strongly urging colleges of iii 
macy to devote more time to teaching. 
the business of pharmacy. It was, ‘iow-: 
ever, explained that the prime object of 
colleges of pharmacy was to teach the 
professional phases of pharmacy, leaving 
it largely to drug store experience to 
convey a knowledge of the busiress de- 
tails. 

2—The physician received some hard 
raps. This appeared unwise, as the phar- 
macist’s business success depends ‘argely 
upon the physician. 

' 3—Advertise first and always. No one 
present even hinted at the possibility of 
unwise or undesirable advertising. The 
entire discussié6n conveyed the idea that 
pharmacy was wholly controlled by busi-— 
‘ness competition and that there was no | 
such thing as scientific pharmacy. Since : 
wholesale pharmacy and manufacturing 
pharmacists (wholesale) are not repre- 
sented it would seem wise to assign this 
section to the N. A. R. D., of which it 
forms a part by nature of its proceed- 
ings. 

A second session was held i in the even-— 
ing, at which the discussion of business 
methods and methods of advertising 
was continued. There appeared to be 
no uniformity of methods. The success 
or failure was in each case ascribed 
to the individual pharmacist and 
his special methods. The only uniform 
methods of advertising are those of the 
patent and proprietary medicine people. 
The one point on which there was agree- 
ment was in the use of 2-cent postage 
rather than I-cent postage. Advertising . 
is most desirable in any business. Phar- 
macists should be exceedingly cautious 
about the manner of advertising. It 
should be 

First—Ethical to both professions, 
pharmacy and medicine. 

Second.—Decent. Catheters, suspen- 
sories, bedpans, etc., from show window. 

‘Third—Timely or seasonal.

The second session of the Section on 
Education and Legislation was held at 
3:30 p. m., with Mr. England in the 
chair. 

A paper by M. I. Wilbert on the 
“Need of Post-Graduate Instruction,” 
was a plea for technical work along 
pharmaceutical lines. The paper was 
presented in abstract. 
“Teaching of Botanical Nomenclature,” 
by H. H. Rusby, was read by title. A 
paper on the “Teaching of Botany to 
Pharmacy Students,’ by Albert 
Schneider, created considerable dis- 
cussion. The paper was a plea for 

teaching botany as a natural science 

_rather than a catalogue of technical 
terms. W. M. Searby explained the 
methods of teaching botany by the 
Pharmaceutical Society of 
Britain. 

C. S. N. Hallberg read some abstracts 
from the reports of the first meeting 
of the American Pharmaceutical Asso- 
ciation and other interesting facts per- 
taining to ancient pharmacy.

The most interesting feature of the 
Section on Education and Legislation 
was the report by the Hon. Hamilton 
Wright. This report of the Interna- 
tional Opium Commission wound up 
with nine resolutions. They are in sub- 
stance as follows: First, the Interna- 
tional Opium Commission recognizes

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the efforts made by the Chinesé govern- 
ment to stamp out the opium habit; 

second, the government of China and 
other nations strongly recommend the 
suppression of the opium traffic; third, 
the International Commission finds the 
opium habit very wide spread and rec- 
ommends urgent measures to prohibit 
it; fourth, strict legal measures are ab- 
solutely necessary to suppress the 
fifth, the commission 
finds that the unrestricted manufacture 
of morphine is pernicious in its influ- 
ence and should be carefully regulated 
by the government; sixth, there are no 
provisions to enable the commission to 
investigate the preparation and use 
of so-called ‘anti-opium remedies, 
but the commission considers such 
investigations of high importance; 
seventh, recommending that’ the 
opium dens in all countries be 
closed; eighth, recommending. that 
the various governments negotiate with 
China with a view to prohibiting the 
wholesale use and manufacture of anti- 
opium remedies; and, ninth, recom- 
mending that suitable pharmacy laws 
be framed to suppress the illicit use of 
opium. 


AMERICAN CONFERENCE OF PHAR- 
MACEUTICAL FACULTIES | 
Hotel Alexandria, Tuesday, Aug. 17, 
8:30 p. 


The session of the American Confer- 
ence of Pharmaceutical Faculties was 
called to order at 8:30 p. m., Tuesday, 
August 17, in the Alexandria Hotel. 
In the absence of Henry P. Hynson, 
chairman, Chas. Caspari, Jr., of Balti- 
more, presided. 

The first thing in order was the read- 
ing of the president’s address. This 
address consisted very largely of a 
criticism of the Conference as to its 
actions in the past. There was a liberal 
quotation of scripture, and the Con- 
ference was accused of the following 
shortcomings: indifference, unfaithtful- 
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ness, arrogance, non-conformity, and 
lack of equality. Several recommenda- 
tions were proposed and acted upon 
seriatim. 


the others were referred back to the 
executive committee. 

A paper on the standing of the col- 
leges of pharmacy created considerable 
discussion. Dr. H. H. Rusby, referring 
to the differential clause of the pro- 
ceedings of the Conference, suggested 
that they cover a certain period, we 
will say four years. After that, the dif- 
ferential clause should be omitted and 
all colleges’ compelled to conform to a 
uniform standard of admittance. 
Asher, of the College of Pharmacy at 
New Orleans, defended the differential 
clause, and explained at considerable 
length why many of the Southern 
States could not live up to the condi- 
tions prevailing in colleges of phar- 
macy in the Northern States. 

Dr. Taylor, secretary of the Univer- 
sity of New York at Albany, N. Y., 
explained the work of the syllabus com- 
mittee. Certain definitions of terms 
pertaining to pharmacy were criticised 
by C. S. N. Hallberg and others. Prof. 
J. H. Beal resigned as member of the 
syllabus committee. 

A paper by Prof. McGill, of Vander- 
bilt University, strongly upheld the 
recommendations favoring a _ higher 
standard of admission and higher and 
better courses of instruction in colleges 
of pharmacy. This paper was strongly 
seconded by Wm. Searby, A. Schneider 
and several others. 

After considerable aia it was 
decided to let matters rest until the 
next annual meeting; that is, it was 
decided not to take any action with re- 
gard to the differential clause. Briefly 
summed up it may be stated that ab- 
solutely nothing was accomplished at 
this session.

section was that by E. M. Houghton 
of Detroit, Mich., on “Some Observa- 


tions on the Physiological Assay of 


Heart Tonics.” In the absence of Dr. 
Houghton this paper was read by J. 
M. Francis, also of Detroit, Mich. 


The general tendency of the majority © 
of the papers presented was along the 


lines of the purity and impurity of 
drugs. To abstract or review the sev- 
eral papers presented or to give the dis- 
cussions which followed, would be im- 
possible in the limited space. We 
therefore give the papers in the order 
in which they were presented with 
brief abstracts of some of them. 

The second meeting of the Scientific 
Section was held at the Hotel Alex- 
andria at 8 p.m. At this meeting the 
discussion pertained very largely to 
possible cultivation of miedicinal plants 
in the United States. Dr. R. H. True, 
of the Department of Agriculture, pre- 
sented 'a paper on “The Methods of 
Plant Breeder as Applied to Drug 
Plants,” which created considerable 
discussion.

Brief Synopsis of the Sessions of the 


NATIONAL ASSOCIATION OF 
BOARDS OF PHARMACY 


The first meeting was held at Hotel 
Alexandria, August 16th, 9:30 a. m., 
with F. B, Lillie of Oklahoma in the 
chair. 

Charles B. Whilden of San Francisco 
extended a welcome on behalf of the 
State of California, which was re- 
sponded to by Chas. W. Tobey of Ohio. 
The roll call showed that eighteen 
States were represented. 

A large part of the time was devoted 
to a discussion of routine methods and 
management of the Association. The 


rest of the time was devoted to a dis- 


cussion of methods of examining can- 
didates, dwelling especially upon indi- 
vidual details, rather than upon the 


general methods of examination. 


The second session was held at the 
Hotel Alexandria on Tuesday, August 
17th, 9:30 a. m. Much of the time was 
devoted to what might be designated 
as an experience meeting, the different 
members giving their experience in the 
examination of applicants for registra- 
tion. 

Considerable stress was laid upon 
the importance of practical examina- 
tions. The concensus of opinion was 
that most students with good memories 
could easily acquire a_ theoretical 
knowledge from text-books and quiz 
compends, thus enabling them to pass 
a purely theoretical written examina- 
tion ; but when it comes to doing prac- 
tical work in filling prescriptions, etc., 
they prove themselves wholly unfit and 
incapable. 

The third session was a joint session 
of the National Association of Boards 
of Pharmacy and the Conference of 
Pharmaceutical Faculties. This meet- 
ing was held at Hotel Alexandria 8:30 


p.m. Some confusion was caused by 
the fact that the Commercial Section 
held a meeting in the same room at the 
same time. 

Le bresier, of Colorado, 
presented some excellent ideas pertain- 
ing to the improvement of the educa- 
tional qualifications of pharmacists. 
His idea was, in substance, that the 
State Board examinations should be 
made so difficult as to practically com- 
pel high school graduation and the 
completion of a course in -a reliable 
college of pharmacy, as the necessary 
prerequisite to pass such examina- 
tions. This is a trend in the right di- 
rection. After some further disctission 
of minor importance, Albert Schneider 
of San Francisco was asked to read a 
paper on “Our Educational System 
and National Forces,” illustrated by 
charts. 


SECTION IN HISTORICAL PHAR- 
MACY 


Friday, August 20th, 10 a. m., Hotel Alex- 
andria 

The meeting was called to order by 
John B. Bond, chairman, of Little 
Rock, Ark. After the address of the 
chairman and the report of the his- 
torian, which was read by E. G. Eberle, 
the following recommendations were 
adopted: 1.—That the office of libra- 
rian be created. 2-—That no more 
copies of the Proceedings of the Ameri- 
can Pharmaceutical Association be 
sent in exchange where no return fa- 
vors are received. 3.—That the coun- 
cil of the A. Ph. A. be requested to 
grant an appropriation of $100.00 to 
defray the expenses of the secretary of 
the section. 

Some very interesting papers per- 
taining to the early history of phar- 
macy in Los Angeles, California, North 
Carolina and New Jersey were pre- 
sented. E. V. Howell of Chapel Hill, 
North Carolina, presented some very

with E. G. Eberle in the chair. The 
usual routine business was’ gone 
through.

The Minutes of the Council of A. Ph. A., 
1908-1909 


The second meeting of the Council was 


called to order at 9:30 a. m., on August 


16th, Chairman Remington presiding. 
The following members were present: 
Asher, Beal, Bond, Caspari Jr., Claus, 
Eberle, England, Ford, Godbold, Hall- 
berg, Koch, La Pierre, Mason, Meiss- 
ner, Remington, Searby, 
Whelpley and Wilbert. 


On motion it was agreed to amend 
the sixth general rule of finance by strik- 
ing out from the last sentence the words 
“member of the finance committee” and 
substituting the words “named by the 
Chairman of the Council,” so that the 
rules will read “There shall be annually 
appointed by the Council an auditing 
committee. This committee to consist 
of three members, residing in or near 
the same city or town, the chairman to 
be named by the Chairman of the 
Council.” 


On motion it was decided that the 
cothmittee on publication be instructed 
to designate life members in the roll and 
list by means of heavy or black-faced 


type. 


On motion it was decided that the 


general secretary, the secretary of the 


Council and the chairman of the com- 
mittee on membership be directed to for- 
mulate rules to govern the allotment of 
the rebate of one dollar allowed the local 
branches for each new member obtained. 


The secretary of the Council was re- 
quested to advise the local branches 
that they are entitled to one dollar of 
the five dollars paid by each new mem- 
ber obtained through the branches. 
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A communication from J. H. Beal was 
read recommending that the association 
should have a traveling representative 
for the purpose of increasing general in- 
terest and adding members to the asso- 
ciation and offering to pay the expenses 
incurred by such a representative over 
and above the fees collected. The propo- 
sition was accepted. 

Moved by H. M. Whelpley that the 
committee on publication be instructed 
to print as a frontispiece for.the 1909 
volume of proceedings a picture of the 
late William John Maclester Gordon. 
Mr. Gordon was a life member, who 
joined in 1864 and continued his in- 
terest in the A. Ph. A as long as he 
lived. 

A statement was made by General 
Secretary Caspari upon the subject of 
the payments of salary of former Secre- 
tary of the Council Whelpley, and on 
motion it was decided that the pay- 
ments of salary to the former secre- 
tary of the Council as made be approved. 

A communication was read from Sur- 
geon-General Wyman, and on motion it 
was decided that a vote of thanks be 
forwarded to the Secretary of the Treas-

The application of John M. Hogan, 
certificate prize member, presented by the 
Kansas City College of Pharmacy for 


1909 was received and Mr. Hogan was 


elected. | 

On motion it was decided that the 
last sentence of article 2, chapter 7, of 
the by-laws of the association be stricken 
out and that such elision be recommended 
by the council to the association. The 
sentence referred to reads: “None but 
ex-officio members of the council shall 
be eligible for re-election thereto until 
one year after the expiration of their 
term of office.” 


The following resolution sent by Pres-— 


ident Oscar Oldberg was presented and 
recommended to the association for adop- 
tion: 
“Whereas, The Illinois State Pharma- 
ceutical Association at its last annual con- 
vention adopted the following resolution: 
‘From and after the 1st day of January, 
1910, all applications for registration and 
license as registered pharmacists in the 
state of Illinois shall be required to show 
to the satisfaction of the Board of Phar- 
macy that they have completed syste- 
matic courses of study in pharmacy, in- 
cluding laboratory work, such as are 
necessary to the acquisition of the knowl- 
edge and efficiency required for the 
proper understanding of the pharma- 


copeeia of the United States and the 


practical application of its directions for 
the methods of preparation and exam- 
ination of drugs and medicines, said 
courses of study and laboratory work to 
be equivalent to not less than the mini- 
mum customarily prescribed for gradu- 
ation in reputable schools of pharmacy,’ 
therefore | | 
“Be it resolved, That we heartily en- 


dorse the intent of the foregoing reso- 
lution and recommend the adoption of 
similar resolutions by all other State 
pharmaceutical associations.” 

The third meeting of the Council was 
held on August 17, 1909, Chairman Rem- 
ington presiding. 

The committee on rules of finance pre- 
sented a report and recommended the 
following changes: 

Rules of Finance 

Rule 5—Strike out the words “chair- 
man of the council” and insert in lieu 
thereof the word “treasurer.” 

Rule 8, second paragraph—Strike out 
the words “chairman of the council’ and 


insert in lieu therof the words “‘treas- 


urer.” 


In rule 13, before the word “or0- 


vided,” insert the following: “All mo- 
tions and resolutions involving the ex- 
penditure of any amount in excess of 
$25 shall be referred to the finance com- 
mittee before being acted upon by the 
council.” 

The council adopted this report, and 
on suggestion of the committee recom- 
mended to the association the following 
amendment to the by-laws: 

“Chapter V, article V, second line, 
change the figures $5,000 to $15,000. 
Fourth line, strike out the words “two 
sureties or.” 

Professor Hallberg reported on the 
Ebert fund. Action deferred for the 
present.

The fourth meeting of the council 
was an executive session, and as the 
work of the session was not completed 
and matters considered left for further 
discussion and final action, no report of 
session will be given at this time.

On motion of James H. Beal it was

At the sixth meeting of the council, 
Friday morning, August 2oth, the fol- 
lowing officers were elected: F. G. God- 
bold, chairman; J. W. England, secre- 
tary; J. A. Koch, associate. 

The petition for the formation of a 
Pacific States branch of the A. Ph. A. 
was granted. 

A communication was received from 
the historical section having the follow- 
ing recommendations: That the secre- 
tary be instructed to discontinue send- 
ing copy of proceedings to organizations 
who do not reciprocate ; (2) the appoint- 
ment of a librarian to reside in city of 
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Washington; (3) appropriation of $100 
to carry on the work of historian. 

Special appropriation of $150 for ex- 
penses of the secretary of the council 
was granted.

A LICK AND A PROMISE 
By Jas. G. Munson 


This is an old saying that will live 
for all time to come, especially with the 


inefficient drug clerks. This is applic- 


able to clerks who have not been 
trained to do things to a fine finish. 
Any clerk can start a thing going, but 
it takes one with a careful training and 


education, with a natural born deter- 


mination and persistency, to finish it. 
The boy or apprentice is likely to be 
overflowing with this “lick and a prom- 
ise” idea, and you will see him exercis- 
ing it to your detriment every hour of 
Watch him and compel him 
to do things rightly, and if he does not 
become indifferent to your teachings 
he may be of some future benefit to 
the public and himself. Tidiness is of 
the most importance of all. A lacking 
in this respect shows a weakness of 
self-esteem and individuality which is 
very essential to the making of a suc- 
cessful pharmacist and business man. 
This “lick and a promise” idea is ex- 
ercised to an alarming extent, not only 
by the boy and the clerk, but in some 
stores by the proprietor himself. Then 
what sort of a store can one expect to 
find‘when this condition is contracted 
from the proprietor, or vice versa? 
Nevertheless, the clerks who are am- 


bitious should try to accomplish things 


beyond the “lick and a promise” way, 
and they will surely be on the road to 
owning a business of their own. Many 
clerks succeed in pleasing the men they 
work for, and at the same time secure 
many compliments from the customers. 

The most pleasant of all things to 
most proprietors is for clerks to keep 
everything in a clean and orderly con- 
dition. Some clerks are born with this 
gift, but they are few and far between. 


Therefore it is not an uncommon oc- 
currence to see proprietors replacing 
bottles, hair brushes, perfumés and 
other merchandise, fixing over show 
cases, dusting the counters; all of 
which the clerks neglect to do, or give 
all of those things a “lick and a prom- 
ise” to do better tomorrow. 3 
A “lick and a promise” is to be ap- 


plied to the making of pharmaceutical 


preparations, the compounding of pre- 
scriptions, etc. A young man, after 


working three years in a drug store, 


said: “I have noticed that men who 
are not graduates in pharmacy, phar- 
maceutically speaking, are not sure of 
making anything up to the require- 
ments of the U. S. P.” This is too 
true, and in fact, the truth of the matter 
is that their education was sadly neg- 
lected, and they are therefore practic- 
ing pharmacy with a lick and a 
promise. 

It is also true that only 15 per cent 
of the druggists in California are grad- 
uates in pharmacy, and so it will go on 
as it has done in the past, with the 
large majority practicing pharmacy 
with a “lick and a promise.” 


THE DRUGGIST AND THE PHYSI- 
CIAN.

| Synopsis. 
This subject is vital to both pro- 
fessions, pharmacy and medicine. The 
one cannot properly exist without the 
other. Wherever the pharmacist is 
properly equipped it is his right to 
demand recognition on the part of the 
medical profession and to insist that 
the physician shall not invade his prov- 
ince. The American Medical Associa- 
tion is taking up the question, and

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practically all the publications repre- 
senting the two professions are dis- 
cussing the subject pro and con. 
Counter prescribing on the part of the 
druggist and dispensing by the physi- 
cian are the two great questions. It 
is simply a case of trading professions 
for the time being. If the doctor will 
quit dispensing and the druggist quit 
prescribing the same amount of busi- 
ness will still be done, but in proper 
channels. ‘The occasions upon which 
necessity arises for counter-prescrib- 
ing or physicians dispensing are only 
the exceptions which prove the rule that 
we should not go outside of our own 
business. | 
Reciprocity is the spirit of the age 
in business, and when there ceases to 
be reciprocity in a professional way 
professional life ceases. 
In brief, I would ask that this as- 
sociation take up this question at this 
or some subsequent meeting, adopt 
resolutions and notify secretaries of 
the different medical societies of our 
action. I feel sure that this will go far 
toward establishing harmony. 


ELIXIR OF PHOSPHATES OF IRON, 
QUININE AND STRYCHNINE— 
AN IMPROVED FORMULA.

Observing from time to time the 


many scientific papers and also the 
numerous working formulas that have 
- been presented, carefully criticised and 
in some cases adopted as practical, of this 
magnificent and intensely valuable 
pharmaceutical preparation, | am im- 
pelled by a most friendly and fraternal 
desire at the same time with due re- 
spect to all contributors of articles on

The working process of the familiarly 
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termed “Elixir of Triple Phosphates” 
requires much care and accuracy in 
manipulation. The U. S. P. prepara- 
tion directs the use of ammonium car- 
bonate and acetic acid, forming really — 
the aceto-ammonio phosphates of iron, 
quinine and strychnine and consuming 
a great deal of unnecessary time in 
making the actual tests for acidity and 
alkalinity to produce a neutral solu- 
tion. In the accompanying formula the 
use of one grain of potassium citrate 
to the ounce obviates all loss of time. 
and completely renders soluble and 
compatible all of the ingredients. 

The following formula, if carefully 
followed, proves a speedy method and 
results in a permanent preparation: 


Strychnine phosphate.............. 0.275 
Quinine phosphate. 8.75 
Iron phosphate in scales....... 17.5 
Acid phosphoric (85% ).... 
Potassium citrate 2.0 
Distilled water... 120.0 ¢. Cc. 
Elixir of orange, q. s. 
To make. 1000.0 C. Cc. 


Dissolve the scale phosphate of iron 
in 60 c.c. of distilled water with heat, 
and the phosphate of quinine in 60 c. c. 
distilled water containing the phos- 
phoric acid. To the solution of phos- 
phate of iron add the citrate of potas- 
sium and the phosphate of strychnine. 
Heat the elixir of orange to about 150 


degrees Fahrenheit in a closed vessel 


and add the solution of phosphate of 


quinine and lastly the solution contain- 


ing the iron, strychnine and potassium 
citrate previously warmed to about I50 
degrees Fahrenheit. Filter, if neces- 
sary, and protect from light in dark 
amiber bottles. 


IS PHARMACY WORTH WHILE?

Synopsis. 
This may seem a peculiar question 
for the pharmacist to ask, but there are 


few of us who have not asked it of our-

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selves. When surrounded, as we now 
are, by our fellow pharmacists, it in- 
deed seems worth while. It is worth 
while to the man who is adapted or 
who adapts himself to the profession. 
It is not worth while to the man who 
simply looks upon it as a mercantile 
profession. It is not worth while to 
the man who simply uses the name 
drug store as a mask. It is that class 


of people who will put us in disrepute. 


Why should we not have prescrip- 
tion pharmacies in this country as they 
do in some foreign countries? Why 
should the prescription clerk be called 
from his work to sell ordinary articles 
of trade—chewing gum, for instance? 
Can we not separate the mercantile 
from the professional and make both 
more prosperous? | 

You will note that I ask many ques- 
tions and answer few. In many places 
the side lines and not the prescription 
business. really form the drug store, 
yet it is a singular fact that the ma- 
jority of the public still displays great 
confidence in the druggist. If such 
small effort still gives us position, what 
would be the result if we were to raise 
the standard so that the best minds of 
the country would feel encouraged to 
continue every effort in the lines of 
pharmacy. Higher educational re- 
quirements will help us to attain this 
goal and pharmacy will be worth 
while when we consider the future. 

What we need is one strong militant 
organization, backed by the loyal sup- 
port and sympathy of all. We have 
many organizations which have done 
great work, but I have in mind one 
which would take care of our every 
interest. The impetus that such an 
organization would give pharmacy 
would carry it forward by leaps and 
bounds until we could gladly acclaim 
“Pharmacy is worth while!”

The $25.00 Federal Retail Liquor License 
Editor, Pacific Pharmacist, 


Dear Sir: What druggists do not 
pay the U.S. liquor license? The 
drug journals have for years discussed 
the matter as though some paid and 
some did not. If not, why not? I 
discovered, to my sorrow, many years 
ago that I could not escape it. I sold 
but little liquor, so I concluded to 
eliminate them from my stock al- 
together and did so. I then let the 
payment of the special tax go by, and 
what was the consequence? I had to 
pay an additional 50 per cent for de- 


-linquency. I was told that the handling 


and selling of alcohol subjected me to 
the tax, whether I handled liquors or 
not. It looks as though thousands of 
druggists have escaped a tax which 
others have paid who were not a whit 
more liable than those who did not. 
CURACOA. 

As we understand the matter, no 
good can be accomplished by discuss- 
ing the federal liquor license, because 
that is entirely in the hands of the 
Treasury department at Washington. 
For many years we paid that tax our- 
selves when our profits on the sale of 
liquors did not amount to $25.00 a 
year. But as we had to sell alcohol we 
paid the tax. If it was a matter of 
state legislation, it might be well to 
agitate it; but the federal government 
is getting more and more rigid in its 
regulations with regard to the liquor 
license. | 

As we understand it, you are not re- 
quired to take out a liquor license to 
sell tincture of arnica, paregoric, spirits 
of nitre or other official spirits, tinc- 
tures, liniments, etc., because those 
cannot, under: any condition, be used 
as beverages. 

There have always been a few drug- 


gists who have not paid that $25.00 a 


year tax, because they did not sell al- 
cohol. But, of course, they sold official 
medicinal preparations. EDITOR.

PHYSICIANS’ SIGNATURES 
A valued correspondent suggests 


that pharmacists should consider a 
movement to require physicians to sign 
their names in full to their prescrip- 
tions, and further suggests that where- 
ever the signature is not so that it can 
be easily read, a photograph be taken 
of the signature with the name printed 
in plain type underneath. This would 
be very convenient for pharmacists, 
but it would be impossible to enforce 
such a law if we had one. Our corres- 
pondent says that, according to the 
State law a physician cannot practice 
outside of the county in which his 
license is recorded. If such a law is on 
our statute book, we do not believe 
that it can possibly be enforced, and 


we see no reason why it should be. In - 


cases of severe sickness, eminent phy- 
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remote from the residences of the pa- 
tients, and it would be inhuman to re- 
fuse the services of eminent medical 
men under such circumstances. 

We wish it were possible to induce 
physicians not only to write their 
names distinctly but also their pre- 
scriptions. But there are some things 
which cannot be obtained by legal en- 
actment. To a large extent we have 
to take the world as it is and do the 
best we can with it. What cannot be 
accomplished with physicians by moral 
suasion, in the matter above referred 
to, will probably have to remain un- 
done to the end of the chapter. 


J. D. PARK & SONS FILE A SUPPLE- 
MENTAL COMPLAINT 


J. D. Park & Sons, a wholesale drug 
firm of Cincinnati, which began suit 
against the members of the National 
Wholesale Druggists Association 
twelve years ago, alleging that the as- 
sociation was a combination in re- 
straint of trade, has been granted per- 
mission to file a supplemental com- 
plaint, in which the damages are in- 
creased from the original $500,000 to 
$3,500,000. 

Several of the defendant firms named | 
when the suit was brought have since 
been dissolved. 

The plaintiff firm alleges that it has 
been injured both in the sale of pro- 
prietary goods, which it manufactures, 
and in the purchase of other proprie- 
tary goods in constant use, which it 
has had to buy at great additional ex- 
pense.

The facts in the case were as follows: 

On or about September 3, 1908, an in- 
spector of the Department of Agriculture 
located en route between Covington, Ky., 
and Norfolk, Va., four hundred sacks of 


meal containing ninety-six pounds each, la- 
Fresh Ground 


beled “Old Log Cabin Meal. 
Meal. Best Water Ground Style. Le- 
Grand, Threadcroft Co., Sole Agents for 
Eastern Virginia and North Carolina.” The 
meal was destined for a dealer at Norfolk, 
Va., and had been shipped via the Chesa- 


peake and Ohio Railroad from Covington, © 


Ky., by the S. W. Weilder Co., of Cincin- 
nati, Ohio, to itself, with instructions to no- 


tify the LeGrand, Threadcroft Company, 
Norfolk, Va. 


Previous investigations of one of the in- 
spectors of the Department of Agriculture 
had developed that the output of the mill 
where this meal was produced was not 
ground by the water process or in burr 
mills, but by steam roller process. Hence 
the statement on the sacks “Best Water 
Ground Style” was false, misleading, and 
deceptive and the meal was misbranded 
within the meaning of section 8 of the Food 
.and Drugs Act. Upon report of the in- 
spector of the foregoing facts, the Secretary 
of Agriculture, on September 4, 1908, re- 


ported them to the United States attorney 
for the eastern district of Virginia. Libel 
for seizure and condemnation of the meal 
was duly filed under section 10 of the act, 
and upon its arrival at Norfolk, Va., seizure 
was effected and notice given to S. W. 
Weilder, the consignor and claimant. 
Washington, D. C., March 13, 1909. 
N. J. 45—Adulteration and Misbranding of 
Whiskey (As to Color, Age and Source) 
The facts in the case were as follows: 
On October 8, 1908, an inspector of the 


Department of Agriculture found in the pos- 


session of J. E. Dyer and Company, Wash- 
ington, D. C., four barrels of a product pur- 


porting to be whiskey, each barrel bearing 
upon the label end the words “J. Jackson, 


Old Rye Whiskey” and on the stamp end 
the words “Whiskey Compound with Grain 
Distillates, Chas. H. Ross and Co., Balti- 
more, Md.” The internal revenue gauger’s 
numbers on the barrels were as follows: 


-R8807951, R8807952, R8807953, and R8807954. 


The liquor had been shipped by Chas. H. 
Ross and Company, from Baltimore, Md., 
on October 6, 1908. 

Accordingly, on October 9, 1908, the Sec-. 
retary of Agriculture reported the facts to 
the Attorney-General, by whom they were 
duly referred to the United States attorney 


for the District of Columbia, who forth- 


with filed a libel for seizure and condem- 
nation of said four barrels of liquor under 
section 10 of the aforesaid act. 
Washington, D. C., March 13, 1909. : 
N. J. 46—Adulteration of Eggs (Filthy, De- 
| composed Animal Substance) 
The facts in this case were as follows: . 


On or about June 30, 1908, an inspector 
of the Department of Agriculture found in 
the possession of Spencer & Howes, in De- 


troit, Mich., a consignment of 276 tubs of 


unshelled, frozen eggs which had been 
shipped to them by C. Eberle & Sons, of 
Cincinnati, Ohio. The tubs bore no label 
or other marks which would indicate the 


- nature of the contents, but the consignment 


had been invoiced as eggs. An investigation 
made by an inspector of the Department of 
Agriculture revealed the fact that these were 
refuse eggs culled by the shippers from 
fresh, sound, and salable eggs and after- 
wards broken and the contents frozen into 
a solid mass. 


On July 30, 1908, the facts were reported 
by the Secretary of Agriculture to the 
United States attorney for the eastern dis- 
trict of Michigan and libel for seizure and 
condemnation was duly filed.
